BYU  President  Dallin  H.  Oaks  believes  members  of  the  BYU 
community  can  be  the  biggest  factor  in  enforcing  the  law  on 
campus. 

“I  think  the  principle  method  for  deterring  serious  crimes  should 
be  the  determination  of  the  community  that  this  kind  of  conduct 
will  not  gain  a  foothold  on  this  campus,”  he  said  in  an  interview 
with  The  Daily  Universe. 

“By  this  kind  of  conduct,  I  mean  solicitation  for  sexual  relations, 
use  of  drugs,  physical  assaults  and  the  like,  including  stealing,”  he 
said.  “I  hope  every  student  will  feel  responsible,  and  when  they  see 
this  kind  of  thing,  they  would  report  it.” 

Offenders  of  the  BYU  Code  of  Honor  are  disciplined  through 
several  mechanisms,  Oaks  explained. 

“It  is  clear  that  some  kind  of  enforcement  in  a  community  this 
large  is  necessary.  You  can’t  simply  lay  down  rules  and  have  no 
consequence  attached  to  their  violations.” 

Oaks  said  the  largest  enforcement  of  LDS  church  standards  or 
the  BYU  Code  of  Honor  is  self-enforcement. 

“You  can  find  a  lot  of  provisions  in  the  Code  of  Honor  that  are 
not  enforced  by  anything  more  than  the  person’s  honor,”  he  said. 
“Our  conscience  and  sense  of  what  is  right  and  wrong  are  impor¬ 
tant  enforcements.” 

The  faculty  is  another  enforcement  method,  Oaks  said.  He  said 
the  faculty  has  within  its  power  one  of  the  most  serious  sanctions 
the  university  imposes  —  failure  in  the  case  of  a  paper,  exam  or 
course  for  the  offenses  of  plagerism  or  cheating  which  are  viola¬ 
tions  of  the  honor  code. 

“There  aren’t  many  more  serious  penalties  that  are  imposed  on 
a  student  than  to  fall  a  class.  That  penalty  is  solely  within  the 
hands  of  the  faculty.” 

Another  mechanism,  the  LDS  Church  court,  is  an  indirect 
mechanism  and  also  highly  specialized,  Oaks  said.  “It  is  highly 
specialized  because  the  church  courts  are  by  and  large  concerned 
only  with  moral  offenses  or  the  law  of  chastity. 

“The  university  does  not  seek  and  rarely  has  evidence  of  this  of¬ 
fense,”  he  said.  “As  serious  as  they  are,  Security  has  no  mission  to 
search  out  violations  of  this  type,  except  if  they  involve  public 
solicitation.” 


Oaks  said  when  a  person  has  been  disciplined  by  a  church  court 
nd  the  penalty  has  been  disfellowshipment  or  excommunication 
or  the  violation  of  a  moral  law,  BYU  learns  of  it  in  a  routine  way.

“That  policy  is  because  BYU  students  and  faculty  are  represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  church,”  he  said.

Another  mechanism  is  law  enforcement,  Oaks  said.  “It  is  used  to 
enforce  BYU  standards  only  in  so  far  as  BYU  or  church  standards 
involve  violations  of  the  law.” 

It  is  a  violation  of  BYU  standards  to  steal  from  the  Bookstore, 
xplained.  A  person  who  steals  from  the  Bookstore  is  likely  to 
1  ’  J  eterred  to  the  courts,  he  said,  as  would  a  person 
wno  is  soliciting  sexual  acts  or  drug  abuse. 

The  fifth  enforcement  mechanism  is  University  Standards, 
Oaks  said.  “University  Standards  counselors  are  concerned  with 
dress  and  grooming  violations  which  have  been  referred  to  them 
and  which  are  not  treated  by  any  of  the  other  means  which  I  have 
mentioned.” 

He  said  the  Standards  counselors  also  determine  the  university 
consequences  for  a  violation  which  has  been  identified  in  one  of  the
